Referrin to attacks in the foreign 
Press, Mr. de Valera said: This 
country at different times since the war 
began has been the subject of violent 
articles in different newspapers in 
foreign countries, All sorts of sugges- 
tions are being made. Everything that 
could be ‘said to inflame other ple 
against us is being used. You . not 
see these things, because we have 
adopted a policy not to Jet into the 
newspapers anything that would go to 
stir up bitterness and ill-feeling. In 
accordance with our policy of 
neutrality and of trying to keep dow 
ill- feeling between countries, there are 
articles which you have not seen, and, 
therefore, when I speax of certain 
things you are not as aware as I am 
of what is happening and being said 
in other countries; but the time 1s 
coming when we may have to change 
our 2 in that respect 

It these newspaper attacks are a 
prelude to hostile action ag inst us, 
then we would not be fair to cur own 
people if we did not let them see and 
give them warning that these state- 
ments are there. 

“I know of the attacks upon this 
country.

Mr. de Valera said that if he talked 
to his people he could end a lot of the 
apathy that existed. He believed that 
the people would fight for their rights

He had tried, ás far as he pos- 
sibly could, to keep public opinion 
calm, but he did want the young

RUMOURS 


Mr. de Valera said he wanted to 
warn the people against rumours.

I have been wonder- 
ing, he said, whether they start 
spontaneously, or whether there is not 
some group or other who try to set 
them nee. 

People should beware of those who 
spread rumours, and should ask what 
purpose these people might have in 
passing them on.

NO BARGAINS 


There are rumours being spread 
about bargains, he went on.

MANY SETTLEMENTS 
RECAPTURED 
THE Red Army yesterday re- 


ported advances on a 
sectors of the Western front, 
with 157 settlements retaken in 
the last three days. The tempo 
of the pursuit was said to be in- 
creasing. 


Red Star said that in the Southern 
section of Moscow front a large but 
unnamed city had been completely 
encircled with two German regiments 
and a tank group trapped. 

German radio stated that the Red 
Army launched five attacks against 
the German lines at Volokolamsk on 
the railway from Moscow to Rzhev, 
and lost five tanks. inta 

Commenting on the fighting on the 
Russian front, German radio said; 
“In spite of considerable Russian 
superiority and the severe cold, our 
troops continue to resist the many 
Russian attacks tenaciously and are 
throwing the enemy back.’ 

It was stated that Brigadier-General 
Richard Hermann, Commander of an 
8.8. brigade, was killed in action on 
the Eastern front on December 27. 


REINFORCEMENTS 


The Germans are reported to be 
massing reinforcements near the 
Eastern front, making enormous pre- 
parations for a spring offensive. 
Ankara Radio said that three new 
classes had been called up, with a total 
of between 700,000 and 800,000 men. 
Troops were also reported to have been 
withdrawn from some occupied 
countries.— (Associated Press.)
